DR. PURENDU KUMAR BAN- 
ERJEE, minister from the Em- 
bassy of India, addressed the 
annual United Nations Luncheon 
held on March 18 under the 
sponsorship of the School of 
Public and International Af- 
fairs. 

The subject of Dr. Banerjee’s 
address was *An Indian View of 
Southeast Asia and China.’ Hls 
qualifications as an authority on 
a« tnn affair s include diplomatic 
service ln Pakistan, Japan, 
Peking and Mongolia, and ex- 
perience as advisor to the In- 
dian Delegation at several ses- 
sions of the U.N. General As- 
sembly. 

He has had what he described 
as "unpleasant but first hand 
experience* in the Slno- Indian 
border dispute. 

Dr. Banerjee emphasized the 
Increasing importance of India 
and China, which together con- 
tain half the population of Asia. 
He said that these two nations 
“have molded the social 
and cultural life of Asia* 
since ancient times, but that 
both nations have been ln a state 
of unrest since they *fell prey 
to European imperialism.’ He 
indicated that the present Sino- 
Indlan conflict could have 
world- wide consequences^ 

It was Dr. Banerjee’s con- 
tention that India is attempting 
to make progress through 
peace, whereas China Is seeking 
to dominate all Asia and even- 
tually the whole world. To Illu- 
strate China’s warlike attitude 
he quoted Mao Tse Tung’s state- 
meet that *war Is the bridge 
over which men will pass into 
a new fratof history.’ 

He pointed out that Chinese 
troops seized outposts along the 
Indian border ln I9C2 and pres- 
ently occupy 1500 square miles 
of Indian territory. "China,* he 
said, *will always use force 
when she knows the factors will 
be In her favor.’ 

Dr. Banerjee said that ln 
seeking power China first tries 
to establish a relationship at the
